More Pastures And 
Livestock Talked at 
Farmers Meet Feb. 9 

Plans for building good pas- 
I tures were outlined by George 
f Corder, University of Kentucky 
Extension Agronomist, at a meet¬ 
ing of Morgan farmers at the 
courthouse here Monday evening. 
He suggested the fallowing steps: 

1. Test the soil. 

2. Lime and fertilize according 
to the need as shown b> the test 
and crop residues to be fed. 

3. Prepare a seedbed by -slow¬ 
ing, disking or using a bush and 
bog harrow on level or gently 
rolling land or by scratching the 
steep land with a disk, plow or 
harrow. 

4. Seed a suitable mixture of 
grasses and legumes. 

5. Inoculate the legumes.

Giadys Nickell said that at 
first PMA committeemen had to 
beg people #> take and use fer¬ 
tilizer and that often they would 
not use It for fear it would bum 
their crops, and Just a few tons 
were used.

phosphate and 109 farmers pur¬ 
chased 2342 tons of lime. 

Miss Nickell remembers that 
when the county committee first 
received 200 pounds of vetch to 
give to farmers in 15 pound lots 
they could hardly get anyone to I 
take it. Farmers would say it 


might get started and never sto >. 

Last year farmers purchase I 
27,540 pounds of vetch for whic i 
payment of 15 cents per poun 1 
was made. 

In all the farmers earned $100,- 
082.32 in 1952 and received a 
payment of $57,982. 

Many thousands of dollars have 
been received by farmers for 
farm practices and soil conser¬ 
vation. 

As one travels over Morgan 
county now It is very evident 
that much of the development Is 
due to the PMA program, which 
has worked efficiently and har¬ 
moniously in the county.

Liberty to Morehead and about 
one mile in Rowan from the El¬ 
liott county line can be seen six 
large buildings and machinery 
used in boosting gas in the 24- 
inch line from Texas to West Vir¬ 
ginia and Massachusetts by the 
Tennessee Gas & Transmission 
Company. 

There are four lines which pass 
through this region and carry 
gas. The sizes of the lines are 24, 
26 and 20 inches. 

The station was first started 
six years ago and has been built 
since that time. It employs about 
15 people.

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WILL VISITORS APPRECIATE A TOWN 
WITH UNCLEAN STREETS? 

West Liberty next Tuesday will be host to 
several hundred Baptists from a wide area of the 
State here to attend the Regional Sunday School 
Convention of Kentucky Baptists. In addition 
there will be speakers from the Southern Baptist 
Theological Seminary in Louisville, church offi¬ 
cials from Nashville, pastors from Ashland and 
many nearby towns. 

West Liberty, as we have noted before, is fast 
becoming a convention center. Many regional 
and district meetings are held here. West Liberty, 
it is to be noted, is in the mid-center of Eastern 
Kentucky, easily reached by good highways from 
any direction, which makes it a good point geo¬ 
graphically for regional meetings. Too, West 
Liberty people are hospitable and friendly, and 
the town has some of the best restaurants and 
catering places in the State. 

But the town must put on its “best bib and 
tucker,”, so to speak, and this is ^pointed out 
particularly as regards the cleanliness of our 
streets. For some reason, streets have not been 
swept or cleaned now for several weeks. This 
condition must not be permitted to prevail when 
several hundred visitors throng our town for a 
convention. 

And particularly is this true, when West 
Liberty is seeking to have this group favor us as 
the site to be selected for the building of a new 
Baptist orphanage. 

Streets should be clean, and every citizen 
should appoint himself a committee of one to 
make the visitors welcome. 


GERMANIUM DEPOSITS MAY 
MEAN A NEW INDUSTRY 

The discovery of rich deposits of germanium in 
coal seams in Eastern Kentucky may mean the 
development of a new industry in this area. 
Already the Prestonsburg Chamber of Commerce 
and the recently organized Eastern Kentucky In¬ 
dustrial Foundation have taken note of the 
discovery and will seek to have a pilot plant built 
somewhere In the area to extract the mineral. 

Discovery of the rare mineral was announced 
in New York January 11 by Henry Brown of the 
Pennsylvania Coal and Coke Co. of Fairmont, 
W. Va. which has been prospecting for the mineral 
in the Appalachian region for two years. Browh 
said in New York that richer deposits of the 
mineral than any yet found have been discovered 
in the Eastern Kentucky coal fields. 

Germanium is used in radar and electronics 
and currently is worth $350 a pound in its pure 
form. 

Brcrwn would not disclose exact location of the 
rich deposits, but geologists say germanium is 
found to some extent in all coal, Hansford May of 
the Prestonsburg Chamber of Commerce, who has 
been working with Brown, said the rich deposit 
was found in the general region of Floyd county. 

May, however, told the board of directors of 
the Eastern Kentucky Industrial Foundation meet¬ 
ing in Paintsville Saturday that wider tests for the 
mineral will be made. He said Mr. Brown and 
government representatives will be in Prestons¬ 
burg next week to further look over possibilities. 
Meanwhile, the C. & O. Railway is urging all coal 
mine owners in Eastern Kentucky to have samples 
of their coal tested for the mineral. 

Owners of mines in this county should write 
Mr. May, in care of the Chamber of Commerce at 
Prestonsburg, and ask for information on how to 
have tests made. All coal seams in this county 
should be tested for the mineral. 

Value at the rare mineral may be appreciated 
when it is noted that many late discoveries in 
electronics and radar cannot be manufactured 
until more of the mineral is produced. Only about 
1,000 pounds of germanium was produced last 
year, and the new electronics industry needs sev¬ 
eral thousand pounds. 

Discovery of new deposits in Eastern Kentucky 
was such great news that the New York Times 
carried a full column story of the discovery on 
the front page of its financial and business section 
January 11. 

First news of the discovery was carried in this 
section in the Floyd County Times and The Licking 
Valley Courier. Daily papers missed the story 
completely until last Sunday. 


MORGAN’S mOH PER CAPITA INCOME 
NOTED IN STATE REPORT 

Until 20 years ago a comparatively poor county, 
Morgan now ranks as the best agricultural county 
east of Mt. Sterling. And Morgan’s cash income 
per capita now ranks higher than any rural county 
in this section. 

The University of Kentucky's Bureau of Busi¬ 
ness Research has just released a report on studies 
at cash income in Kentucky’s 120 counties for 
1951. Mo,gan’s cash income per capita that year 
was $530. Counting the average family at 3%. 
this means that Morgan families had an average 
cash income of $2,030 in 1951. This is more than 


any nearby rural county. 

A comparison of Morgan with nearby counties, I 
as reported by the Bureau of Business Research, I 
shows the following per capita incomes in 1951— 

Morgan . $580 

Johnson . 576 

Elliott.•.573 

Breathitt . 555 

Lawrence .;. 514 

Menifee . 480 

Wolfe . 467 

Magoffin . 394 

Only counties witn industrial plants exceeded 
■Morgan in per capita income, like Boyd with 
$1381, Carter $671, Rowan $706. Average per 
capita income in Kentucky in 1951 was $577, a 
gain of 5% over the previous year. Morgan is one 
of the few strictly rural counties whose per capita 
income exceeds the State average. 

Highest per capita income, of course, was in 
counties with major industries and with major 
trading centers. The State’s 1951 farm income 
was $346 million and its income from wages and 
salaries was $1,898,000,000. 

Though considered a mountain county, Morgan 
is located in the outer Bluegrass section, so termed 
because of its rich clay soil underlaid with a strata | 
of limestone—known to geologists as the outer 
limestone belt. This outer limestone belt under¬ 
lays a large part $f Morgan’s 364 square miles. 

Morgan, according to nearly all burley authori¬ 
ties, produces the best burley in Kentucky, even 
of a finer quality than Bluegrass counties. And, 
Morgan farmers, for the most part owning their 
own land, care for their burley crops somewhat 
better than hired workers on rich Bluegrass farms. 
A load of burley from Morgan is sought for at 
any warehouse. That accounts for the high aver¬ 
age prices Morgan burley brings on warehouse 
floors. 

Morgan’s growth from a comparatively poor 
county 20 years ago to become the foremost 
agricultural county east of Mt. Sterling is due in 
large part to the manner in which its citizens and 
the various farm agencies have cooperated in the 
past two decades. The tobacco allotment and 
price support program and agricultural conserva¬ 
tion program administered by the PMA, the soil 
conservation service and the extension service all 
have had a part. The building of a network of 
good rural roads throughout the county by local 
officials who cooperated with the State adminis¬ 
tration also ranks high in the county’s record of 
progress. Morgan now has 279 miles of surfaced 
roads—y?ar-round roads that permit travel to any 
section any time. 

Morgan now is building pastures, and truly is 
becoming “the Bluegrass county of the mountains”. 
Good pastures will enable farmers to grow cattle 
and sheep profitably and to commence a dairy 
industry. 

Add the grazing of cattle and sheep and the 
production of Grade A milk to burley tobacco, and 
Morgan farmers can live as fine as owners of 
Bluegrass farms. 


LET'S INDUSTRIALIZE EAST KENTUCKY 

"Kentucky took Ohio without firing a shot” may 
read like civil warfare, while actually it is a 
phrase, aptly worded, stemming from the avalanche 
of Kentuckians onto Ohio’s industrialized centers 
across the river, after war industry beckoned. 

Yesterday, with War II beginning to find itself 
a place in memory, we were once again reverting 
to a life, not wholly, but partly as it once was, 
though reflections of industrial living are mirrored 
all around us. Hanging tenaciously to a culture 
steeped in tradition, it required a war and its 
resulting industry, to find us giving up farm for 
city, “Howdy” for “Hi,” land for concrete. 

The change from farm to industry brought with 
it adjustment problems, but, nevertheless, it 
brought with much good. Whereas before War II 
we managed an existence from our proverbial 
hillsides, now we are, so to speak, living off the 
fat of the land. Industrial money from across the 
river built up run-down Kentucky farms, made 
farm-owners of many of us who had been farm- 
renters, and helped in a tangible way to create 
better economy in our region. 

To say Eastern Kentucky has profited in the 
migration is saying a truth. For even though much 
of the big money earned in Ohio industry went 
toward Ohio living, modern Zekes and Arabellas, 
chips from pioneer blocks, are land-loving and 
inclined toward a more thrifty standard of living 
than their urban contemporaries, and, as has been 
stated, put life back into their land. 

But one thing was and is apparent: we were 
neither here nor there. At the time we advanced 
to crop rotation, we also began family rotation. 
By the time we had our cover crops in, our fami¬ 
lies were out—out in Ohio, working for industrial 
cash—that weekly pay envelope. 

After practicing mass scale people rotation for 
ten years, transplanted ruralites again were 
thinking of reclaiming their land as a place of 
year-round abode, and not just an acreage on 
which to summer, to get their crops in, before 
beginning that mass exodus back across the Ohio. 

Then, like a lure in the hand of a crafty fish¬ 
erman, the hook was baited anew. 

With the announcement of the location of the 
new atomic energy plant in Pike county, Ohio, our 
bring-home pay imaginations again were stirred. 
At a given moment, we are ready to give up our 
dungarees for creased woolen and surrender our 
apron and bonnet for slacks and a scarf. 

But this is what we think: if we like working 
in Ohio, we will like working at home better. 
Kentucky labor—and it is a good and steady labor 
—should be given the opportunity to work at 
home. In addition to tobacco and livestock, East¬ 
ern Kentucky rurality should have Industry. 

To industrialize East Kentucky, the Eastern 
Kentucky Industrial Foundation has been organ¬ 
ized. We are beginning to see the light.

NEW AGRICULTURE 
SECRETARY URGED 
TO GIVE HIS POLICY 

BENSON’S DELAY IN 
SUPPORTING PARITY 
PRICE FORMULA HIT 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8—Sen. 
Karl E Mundt urged Agriculture 
Secretary Ezra Taft Benson to¬ 
day to ease the “serious, growing 
anxiety” over declining farm 
prices by publicly assuring farm¬ 
ers the government will take 
“positive stops” to help them. 

The South Dakota Republican, 
a member of the Senate Agricul¬ 
ture Committe, said that “if the 
anxiety of the farmers grows 
great enough, panic could de¬ 
velop" and crops might be dump- | 
ed in fear of further price drops. 

He said the farm situation, al¬ 
ready causing headaches for the 
Eisenhower administration, prob- I 
ably could be eased considerably j 
if the government would step up | 
its commodity buying for over-1 
seas use. 

Mundt said farm-belt concern I 
over falling prices, especially in j 
cattle and wheat, “is reaching a 
serious situation.” But, he added, 
“a few words of assurance” from 
Benson and a “few positive j 
steps” would help greatly. 

Benson has been criticized by 
some farm-state senators for re¬ 
fusing to say whether he favors 
continuation of mandatory 90 
percent of parity price support 
on basic farm crops. 

Mundt said he believes Benson 
is considering additional govern¬ 
ment purchases for overseas ship¬ 
ment in the hope that they will 
eliminate the need of direct price 
supports on livestock. 

Record crops last year and a 
reduced foreign demand were the 
major factors responsible for the 
decline in agricultural prices in 
the last five months. 

The decline is about ended at 
this time, said the Agricultural 
Bureau. 

Mundt said heavy farm pur¬ 
chases could be made now for 
use in the foreign aid program 
and for emergency relief in Hol¬ 
land and other flood-stricken 
areas in Europe. 

Sen. Kerr Says Benson 
Should Support Prices 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9—Sen. 
Kerr (D-Okla.) said today Presi¬ 
dent Eisenhower’s new secretary 
of Agriculture is “sowing the 
seeds” for a Republican defeat in 
1954 by not stopping the decline 
of farm prices. 

He predicted the Republicans 
will lose Congress in the next 
election if Eisenhower keeps Ezra 
Taft Benson in his Cabinet and 
if Benson doesn’t “act to halt the 
drop in beef and other farm 
prices.” 

Sen. Aiken (R-Vt.), chairman 
of the Senate Agriculture com¬ 
mittee, said the new regime is 
expecting prices of cattle, wheat 
and other farm products to sta¬ 
bilize. He said Benson “is not 
going to be stampeded into doing 
anything.” 

Kerr told newsmen: “In 1948, 
the farmers feared certain things 
if the Republicans won and they 
re-elected Truman. 

“In 1952 they permitted those 
fears to be lulled and they elected 
Eisenhower. The present indi¬ 
cations to me are that before this 
year is up they will realize their 
mistake.” 

Kerr said Benson has authority 
under legislation expiring at the 
end of 1954 to support beef prices 
at 90 percent of parity, but has 
not done so. Parity is a price 
declared by law to be equally 
fair to farmers and consumers. 

“A Democratic secretary of Ag- ! 
riculture would be using what 
! authority he had and would be 
beating at the door of Congress j 
; for additional authority in the j 
emergency,” Kerr continued.

The district has had the services 
of one soil conservationist for the 
year who has been available to 
assist farmers in working out 
complete soil and water conser¬ 
vation plans for their farms and 
in applying practices planned. In 
addition to the services mention¬ 
ed above, the part-time services 
of a conservation aid and a soil 
conservationist (trainee) for five 
months have been available. The 
technicians were furnished the 
district by the Soil Conservation 
Service, USDA, except the con¬ 
servation aid whose salary was 
paid by the Production and Mar¬ 
keting Administration. He work¬ 
ed only on practices for which 
farmers were paid under the Ag¬ 
ricultural Conservation Program 
(ACP) of the PMA. 

The State Division of Game 
and Fish furnished several thou¬ 
sand bicolor lespedeza and multi- 
flora rose plants for wildlife food 
and cover, and fish for stocking 
ponds. These services are very 
much in demand and are greatly 
appreciated. 

Twenty-one entries were made 
in the soil conservation essay 
contest sponsored by the Courier- 
Journal, Louisville Times, and 
Radio Station WHAS. Winners of 
the contest were: first place, Jas. 
Allen Brown, Relief; second place, 
Olen Kellie Gamble, Elamton; 
and third place, Earl May, Jr., 
West Liberty. The district board 
of supervisors awarded $10.00 as 
second prize and $5.00 as third 
prize. The sponsors will award a 
$25.00 defense bond as the first 
prize in the district. Essays of the 
first and second prize winners 
will also compete in the state 
contest where a $100.00 U. S. de¬ 
fense bond is first prize in addi¬ 
tion to a free trip to Louisville.

The Production and Marketing 
Administration, Farmers Home 
Administration, Vocational Agri¬ 
culture and Veterans teachers.
